the left, the other to the right down the 
road, The moment our men appeared over 
the ruins of the Residency the enemy open-| 
ed the fire on them, and their bullets came 
“singing” overliead. Two of the 79th 
and several dhooly-bearers were hit close 
at handras they were drawn up in rear of 
the 23rd. The gallant Fusiliers, in extend- 
ed order, with loud cheers, dashed along | 
the road and over broken ground in fro: t 
On the road was a small intrenchment with 
an embrasure for a nine-pounder, As our 
men got within two hundred yards, this 
gun deliberately laid, was fired.“ Whish” 
went the grape with a murmur like a flight 
of birds! Two, and two only of our men 
fell, and in a moment more the gun is ours 
and is turned on the evemy. More cheer- 
ing! The iron bridge is ours! Our guns 
from the north are turned against the stone 
bridge, across which the enemy are flying 
in thousands—hiorse, foot, guns, and bag- 
gage, men, women, and children.

I paced it, and could only make ont that it 
was 56 yards by 21, ‘There was a throne 
covered with silver, anda silver mosque 
and many candelabra inside, but I was glad 
to get out of the dust and heat, and climb 
by a winding stair to the gallery outside 
the high and slender minaret of the 
mosque, from which there was a beautiful 
view of the city. 
DEATIL OF CAPTAIN SANDFORD, 

The death of Captain Sandford affords 
another instance of the savagery of this 
war, and of the melancholly way in which 
gallant men lose their lives. He was of a 
very adventurous spirit, and was fond of 
exploring far in advance or on the flanks of 
his cavalry. It ap, ears that, attended by 
one orderly, he won to visit a village near 
cantonments, in which some of the enomy 
were supposed to bo hiding. He left his 
horse with the orderly, and went in. alone. 
Tn a short time the orderly heard shots 
fired, and as Capt. Sandford did not return 
ho rode away and reported what had ov- 
ourred,—Lient. Probyn and a small party 
of his cavalry rode off at once to the vil- 
lage. In one of tho streets they found 
Sandford’s cap, with a ball through it, and 
they discovered that his body-was lying on 
the roof of the house above. Ie hai 
climbed up to explore the place, and bad 
been shot ont of the ombrasures of a mud 
fort close to him. Lieutenant Probyn with 
difficulty got his body, and carried it off 
under the fire of the men inthe house, It 
was not mutilated or touched, as the fel- 
lows were afraid to stir out to got at it. 

DREADFUL EXPLOSION.

When the Government camo forward to 


sustain the dignity of the Ilonse, in the case 
| of the Lothinere election frauds and raseali- 

ties, we had hoped that the same spirit wonld 
| have characterized their proceedings in all 
| cases where fraud was apparent on the faco 
| of tho poll books, or where fraud had been 

proved to exist, and whore the law could not 
| reach the particular case or casos; at Jenstin 
| proportion to the magnitnde of the offence, 
Sieh, however, has not been done in the case 
| of tho Kussell election, The investigation 
| into this matter led to the establishment of 
| this fnet, that some 300 votes were polled in 
ono sniall townsltip, more than legally exist- 
ed. Tt ix trno the petitioners against Mr, 
| Fellows’ return did not comply with the ro- 
| qniremonts of the law, It ia also true, not- 
| withstanding the yocifnrons bellowing and 
declarations of the virtuous Grits, that no 
evidence of a trustworthy charactor was 
elicited, to conyict the sitting member, Mr. 
| Fellows, with being a party to any of the 
| frauds, or to prove his complicity in any 
| way with them; still they were apparent,

Ifyou do not wish to have white flannels 
shrink when washed, make a good suds of 
hard soap and wash the flannels in it, with- 
out rubbing any soap on them; rub them 


it, and put them in a clean tub, and turn 
on sufficient boiling water to cover them, 
and let them remain till the water is cold. 
A little indigo in the boiling water makes 
the flannels look nicer. If you wish to 
havo your white flannels shrink, so as to 
have them thick, wash them in soft soap- 
suds and rivse them in cold water. Color- 
ed woolens that incline to fade, should be 
washed with beefs gall and warm water 
before they aro put into soap-suds. Color- 
ed pantaloons look very well washed with 
beef’s gall and fair warm water, and press- 
ed on the wrong side while damp.
